hanced by the prominence which the 
campaign had given me. 

‘•My Look. "The First Battle,’ 
brought me $17,000, and I gave an 
equal amount of the profits to the vari¬ 
ous committees that had carried on the 
campaign of 1896. My lectures have 
been profitable and my writings have 
paid me well, but no one attends the 
lectures unless he wants to do so, and 
no one buys what 1 write unless he is 
interested in reading it. 

"More than half of my time since 
1896 has been given to gratuitous work 
and yet I have been able to supDort 
myself and accumulate property which 
I would estimate at about $125,000, but 
as one can never accurately say what 
property is worth until he sells it, I 
will fix $150,000 as the outside limit, i 
the maximum of my wealth and I am 
willing to leave the public to determine 
whether that is more than I ought to 
have earned or whether I have earned 
it honestly. 

"And now, having answered the crit¬ 
icism of Mr. Cannon and shown that 
his accusation is false, I think I am 
justified in asking him to be as frank 
with the public as I have been. He be¬ 
gan holding office In 1861. when I was a 
year old, and during the last forty-seven 
i years he has held office more than forty 
years of the time and many years of 
that time he has been a member of 
Congress and has been drawing a salary 
that the members of Congress thought 
so inadequate that the salary has re¬ 
cently been increased. 

"Will he tell us what he has been 
selling, to whom he has sold it, and how 
much he got for it? He ought to tell j 
us whether he has made any money lec- I 
taring or writing—that is by selling! 
wind and ink, to choose his own choice 
language. He has been greatly hamp -1 
ered in the accumulation of money by I 
the strict attention to public duties and 
yet he is reputed to be wealthy. 

"If he will teli us just how much he ! 
is worth we can then guess how much 
he might have been worth had he been ’ 
free to devote his talents to money- i 
making. ^Being the third man in in- j 
fluence in our government, cqming next 
to the Vice President if not even above I 
the Vice President in his power to in-1 
fluence legislation, is it not fair that he 1 
should apply to himself the same rule 1 
that he applies to me and take the pub -\ 
1 lie into his confidence? 

“Let him tell us now how much he is 
worth and how he made itJ Let him 
tell us what he has been selling, to 
whom he sold it and how much he got 
for it. If he thinks that the wealth of { 
a Presidential candidate and the source i 
of such a candidate’s income should t>e 
known, will he deny that the Speaker’s 
wealth and his sources of income should 
be known?”

The East Against Roose- 
veltism Says New 
York World. 


In a lengthy letter to the press of the 
country President Roosevelt eulogies 
Mr. Taft, and makes an effort to in¬ 
duce the Roosevelt following m the 
"Middle West” to support the Repub¬ 
lican ticket. It is the opinion of the 
President that Mr. Taft would make a 
‘‘safe and sane” Chief Executive—one 
who could be depended upon at all 
times to do those things which would 
mean the greatest good to the greatest 
number. But unfortunately Mr. Taft 
stands upon a platform which is pledged 
to no reforms of importance. Indeed 
the convention turned down every one 
of Roosevelt’s suggestions and made an 
open bid for the support of the corpor¬ 
ations and trusts of the country. And 
then to cap the climax it placed upon 
the ticket with Mr. Taft a man who is 
closely wedded to the pernicious inter¬ 
ests of'the nation. 

Naturally, Mr. Roosevelt is ardently 
supporting Mr. Taft. We must concede 
that Mr. Roosevelt has the utmost con¬ 
fidence in Mr. i’pft’s integrity, ability 
and honesty, bat it is a matter of his¬ 
tory that the President looks upon Mr. 
Sherman, the Republican Vice-Presi¬ 
dential candidate, as an unsafe and 
dangerous man. 

An assassin’s bullet made Mr. Roose¬ 
velt President of the United States. If 
Mr. Taft is elected President, suppose 
the same thing that happened to Mr. 
McKinley happens to Mr. Taft. In a 
short tune after Mr. Taft’s election 
suppose death claims him. Mr. Sher¬ 
man would then become President. 
What would Mr. Roosevelt have to say 
about Mr. Sherman as President of the 
United States? 

When Mr. Sherman was a member of 
Congress he opposed Mr. Roosevelt in 
every conceivable way; he sneered upon 
the President’s reform measures, and 
upon more than one occasion denounced 
the Chief Executive for his opposition 
to Wall Street.

He 
wants nothing done that will interfere 
with the nefarious metnods of the mon¬ 
ey pirates; he is willing to see a nation 
of farmers, laborers and small business 
men suffer, if it will strengthen tho 
fortifications of the corporations.

NEW YORK TIRED OF B0SSISM. 


The Cincinnati Enquirer, claiming to 
be independent, but in "reality Republi¬ 
can, prints the following editorial: 

"Times, it is true, are growing bet¬ 
ter, but it is a slow improvement, and 
the depression is called by the masses 
‘a Republican panic. ’ There are not 
the activities of 1898 to 1907 prevailing, 
and the party in power is held responsi¬ 
ble for the slumD. In addition to this 
there is confusion of tongues on Re¬ 
publican doctrines and a division of 
thought as to present and future lines 
of the party’s course. The Republican 
majority on the National ticket in Ohio 
will be greatly reduced, conservatively 
speaking; some radical observers opine 
it will cease to exist. Whatever the 
electoral result may be. there is abund¬ 
ant reason to believe that the Demo¬ 
cratic state ticket is stronger to-day 
before the people of the state than is 
the Republican state ticket. 

"Admit that party lines are badly 
broken, the fact remains that in the 
cities ot the state tar more Republi¬ 
cans are openly adverse to their own 
ticket than can be found Democrats 
who are changing their positions. 

"In 1905 Pattison was elected Govern¬ 
or over Harrick by a plurality of 42,647 
in the state. Herrick carried Hamil¬ 
ton, Montgomery and Franklin coun¬ 
ties and only lost Lucas by 300 votes. 

"Many men familiar with Ohio politi¬ 
cal conditions, and some of them of Re¬ 
publican faith, are confident that Har¬ 
mon will carry all these four important 
counties by heavy majorities, and thus 
bile ud an aggregate vote that it will 
be impossible for the Republicans to! 
overcome. In the other counties of the 
state Pattiaon’s plurality ran up to 
nearly 5o,000, and in a score of these 
counties there is much evidence that' 
Harmon’s vote will exceed that of Pat- 
tison. 1

the entire state ticket will receive the ;

Governor. Every county in the state] 
exhibits Republican losses on state is¬ 
sues, loaseiT so heavy that to win the 
Republicans must gain many thousands 
of Democratic votes.

side, William J. Bryan, in a speech at 
O'ney, Ill., last Thursday denounced as 
false the accusation of Speaker Joseph 
G. Cannon made in Springfield, Ill., that 
he was Worth a million dollars and 
called upon the Speaker to be as frank 
in making known to the world the 
amount of his own earthly possessions. 
Mr. Bryan spoke yesterday at several 
points in Illinois and Indiana, closing 
last night in Evansville. 

In his address at Olney, III., Mr. 
Bryan said in part: 

"Mr. Cannon, in his speech before the 
Republican State Convention yesteiday, 
has this to say of me: 

" ‘How about Bryan—a man of theo¬ 
ries, a man who has a breaking-out of 
the mouth, a man who Agreed with the 
Populists odly a dozen years ago that 
no man could honestly earn $1 ; 000,000, 
and that when any man had that he 
was a plutocrat. But a man dominat¬ 
ing the Democratic party, and the 
greatest advertising agent on earth, 
through his papers, througn his books, 
and through his lecturers, is, I am in¬ 
formed. worth more than $1,000,000.’ 

"A little later in his speech he drops 
the qualifying phrase and says, as if 
upon his own knowledge: ‘There stands 
the Democratic candidate, a successful 
Chautauqua lecturer who has made 
(1,000,000 Belling wind and ink to the 
pubke. ’ 

"Many exaggerated statements have' 
been made in regard to my earthly I 
possessions, but this is the first time | 
the statement has been made by any 
man of political standing or responsi¬ 
bility. I think I am justified therefore 
m speaking of this subject which might 
otherwise be considered too personal a 
matter for public discussion. 

"I was worth about $3,000 when I 
was elected to Congress. I Berved tour 
years and by careful economv I saved 
between $3,000 and $4,000, or about 
$1,000 a year, so that when I went out 
of Congress in the spring of 1895 I was 
worth about $6,000 or $7,000. 

"During the period that elapsed be¬ 
tween the end of my congressional term 
and my nomination for the Presidency 
— about a year and four months-1 was 
engaged in speaking and lecturing ami 
added but a small sum to mv savings. 
After the election in .1896 mv earning 
power as a lecturer was largely en¬

There are doubtless many young 
men of good average ability at present 
working on small salaries in city of¬ 
fice, 6 hop or fuctory who are desirous 
of starting out for themselves in some 
line wtyjoh will give them an increased 
return for their labor and a greater 
degree of industrial indeitendenc-e than 
they have had. In short, they would 
like some day to be their own bos es or 
at least have more to say touching tht 
kind of work they are to engage In , 
and how they are to do it. For those 
of this class of young men who are 
not afraid of hard work and do not 
have a, natural dislike for farming u 
good opening would seem to be offered 
along the line of preparation in some 
good agricultural college for special 
lines of farm work. While there Ls 
no question that commercial centers 
will continue to grow and inventions 
will multiply, as in the past, it ls just 
as certain that a business that ls des¬ 
tined to be of Increased importance Is 
that connected with the feeding of a 
steadily growing population—in other 
words, agriculture and horticulture 
80 great is the demand for young men 
especially equipped for work along 
these special lines that the state agri 
cultural colleges of the country can¬ 
not turn out graduates fast enough to 
anywhere near supply the demand. In 
case a boy Is brought up on the farm 
and has no desire to specialize the 
general information and training which 
he would get from such a course would 
be of great value to him, for instead of 
being a common, everyday hired man 
from year to year—and such a man is 
well paid—be would be in shape to 
draw Increased wages as a farm man 
nger or superintendent.

Tbe juniper shrub cr bush, the ber¬ 
ries of which are used in the prepara¬ 
tion of certain medicines, grows in 
the dry and rocky portions of some of 
the New England Mates. The bush 
spreads from a single root, which often 
grows from a* crevice In the rock. 
When the shoots are about three feet 
‘high they begin to lop over and finally 
sprawl on the ground. Here they 
often grow for a distance of several 
rods, rooting at Interval?. When the 
creeping shoots encounter those from 
other juniper bushes they have an 
odd habit of turning up from the 
ground at right angles Instead of min¬ 
gling and interlacing with them, as 
one might suppose Growing In this 
way, the whole bush, with shoots run¬ 
ning in ali directions and turning up 
at the extremities, has much the ap¬ 
pearance of a huge Inverted umbrella. 


Apple growers iu the vicinity of-New 
Haven entertain serious fears of* a 
failure of their crop because of the 
ravages of u leaf eating worm which 
has-lately put iu an appearance in that 
section. The worm Is reported to (be 
of a yellowish green color and about 
a quarter of an Inch In length. I-entes 
attacked by the pest look like sieves, 
and there are a number of orchards in 
which hardly a whole leaf remaihs. 
Specimens of the worm, together with 
leaves attacked, have been sent to the 
state experiment station in the hope 
that some remedy may be forthcoming. 
The worms seem to spread with great 
rapidity,, aud unless some treatment 
can be applied to check them it would 
seem to require but a few weeks for 
the eomplete-(lestruction of the apple 
crop in all orchards where they here 
been at work.

A friend who is now in his eighties 
relates an interesting fact which came 
under his observation many years ago, 
Vhen a boy living iu the vicinity of 
Saeketts Harbor, In Jefferson county. 
N. Y„ near the shore of I.ake On¬ 
tario. He tellr. of having observed 
growing on a boggy piece of land on 
tbe Leffeiiwell farm, about two and a 
half miles from the towt^ mentioned, 
two giant cedar trees twelve feet ill 
diameter and dose tx> 200 feet high. 
IJe states that In company -with other 
boys of the ndgblioriiood he used to 
detach and pry off sections of the 
fibrous bark of the tree forty feet in 
length, from which . they made lit¬ 
tle boats, 'there were also growing 
In the sag where these trees stood 
white cedars aud high hush cranber¬ 
ries. While the redwood aud big treeh, 
two species of the genus sequoia, 
are supposed to be native only on the 
Pacific slope In California, the descrip¬ 
tion of the trees given would seem to 
Indicate that they mlgbFbe stray and 
Isolated specimens of one of the two 
species. It would lie Interesting to 
know if the two giants have escaped 
the greed of the liunliermau aud still 
stand In the same lonely spot. 


A render of these notes who lives in 
Indianapolis, lnd„ and who in past 
years has b£en successful In the grow¬ 
ing of asters writes that this year 
when his plants reached five or six 
inches in height they withered and died 
without any cause that was discern¬ 
ible from a careful inspection, and he 
Inquires what the cause of the trouble 
may lie. While the condition of the 
plants described may be the result of 
an overfertilizing of the soil wltb-soine 
commercial product, it Ls more likely 
to be the result of the work of the 
stalk borer, which seems to attack 
without partiality pigweed, ragweed, 
corn, tomato and potato vines, asters, 
salvias and other stalky plants. This 
pest is hard to combat because It 
works entirely on the inside of the 
Etalk. While It would not remedy the 
difficulty entirely, it would be a help 
to root up a.id burn plnnts which have 
been attacked and ruined ns well ns 
to hoe out from the bed all weeds In 
which the worms would be likely to 
work. Had the damage to the asters 
been reporb-d early In June it might 
have been due to the work of the 
white grub, which later changea Into 
the June buif, but tills would hardly 
be a possibility five or six weeki later.
